GOING HOME. 


Jommiaaloner Carter to Betttrn to Ha- 


waii—The Situation Zteviewed. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Commissioner 
arter, representing the Hawaiian pro- 
isional government In this country for 
he past two months,,called upon Sec- 
etary Qresham yesterday morning and 
otified him that he had received the 
permission of his government to return, 
nd that in pursuance of that permls- 
ion he would start for San Francisco 
a time to sail on the Belgic, May 4. 
Subsequently Mr. Carter said that he 
.ad a very pleasant interview with Sec- 
retary Qresham, but that it had no po- 
itical significance. The situation in 
tlawaii was quiet, and Mr. Carter said 
hat he assumed the secretary was 
waiting definite advices from Com- 
missioner Blount before any further 
teps should be taken. 
"I am going back to see my baby, 
•hich was born since I left Honolulu," 


said Mr. Carter. "This is an opportune 


loment for a vacation after an attack 
rom the grip. It was my intention to 
have started to-day for a tour of the 
outh, but I have abandoned that pro- 
•ramme for myself and will recom- 
mend to the provisional government 
hat it send some more competent per- 
son to look into the prospects of negro 
numeration to Hawaii from the south. 


Mr. Thurston and Dr. Smith will re- 


main. The advices that I have re- 
eiveJ indicate that the provisional 
government is not only atrongly in- 
Benched, but is alert and watchful. 


Referring to the sensational-reports 
n one of the New York papers, Mr. 
Carter said that he saw no reason for 
the 
statements 
published. 
"These 


stories," said he, "only indicate that 
.he provisional government is vigilant, 
and, 
necessarily, it has encountered 


some opposition. The friends of the 
queen have stated openly that Mr. 
Slount intended to restore her to the 
.hrone. This I know'is not true, but 
he friends of the queen have used the 
statement to keep the natives stirred 
up and in an uncertain 
frame of 


mind. It is not generally known in 
.his country that the allowance 
for thetsupport of the queen has been 
reduced to (500 a month, and that this 
s only paid to her upon the condition 
that none of it is to be used for trea- 
sonable purposes. Much of the money 
set apart for the queen ha* been up to 
this time used for the purpose of excit- 
ing-the people and fostering an anti- 
American feeling. The natives are 
childish and impanioaable, and al- 
though large numbers of them have 
been convinced that annexation is the 
best thing, them statement* ot the 
queen's friend* have been utilized to 
hold them back from openly avowing 
their sentiments. A great number oi 
those of stronger character have al- 
ready joined the annexation club ~

whit* element is vigorously denied by 
Mr. Carter. 


"It is not true," said he, "that the 


white population, or any considerable 
part of it, has deserted the provisional 
government. This I know from ad- 
vices I have received. Honolulu is full 
of newspaper men as it is ordinarily ol 
rumors, and they are required to send 
Interesting matter to their papers in 
this country. The more sensational it 
is, of course, the more readable it is. 
I notice that Mr. Blount has found thfa 
out, for he says he will not add to these 
rumors by making any statement tc 
newspaper men." 


Mr. Carter also said that the provi- 


sional government had determined to 
send a new minister to supersede Dr. 
Smith, and intimated that the new offi- 
cial wonld arrive in this country within 
the next month or six weeks. 


Sought Ballet and Qot a Rebuke. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.1.—The South 


Carolina tax cases were passed upon by 
the supreme court of the United Statea 
yesterday, the opinion being delivered 
by. Chief Justice Fuller. It came up on 
the petition of Sheriff Tyler, of Aiken 
county, for a writ of habeas corpus tc 
release him from imprisonment under 
the judgment of the circuit court ol 
the United States that he be fined $500 
for contempt. He had seized a train 
on the South Carolina railroad upon a 
warrant issued by the state authoritiei 
for the collection of taxes which were 
in controversy. The road was in tho 
handset a receiver appointed by*the 
United Statea court, and he HTM ad- 
judged guilty of contempt for falling 
to release the property under order of 
that court 
He came to the supreme 
court for relief. 


Justice Fuller read an opinion, con- 


taining much stronger language than Is 
usually found in such documents, de- 
nying the application of the petition 
for the writ He said the seizure of the 
property by force was brutal, and could 
not be defended. 


The same judgment was announced 


in the cases of Sheriffs Rises and 
Qaines, who came to the supreme court 
of the United States with Tyler for re- 
lief.

CiTTLE-TBIKli'ES DEFEATED, 


Deprived of Their Plunder, Driven Back 


to Their Reservation and Soundly 
Whipped There, Receiving a Prob- 


bly Enduring Lesson. 


DENVER, Col., April as.—A Qreen 


River special to the Republican says: 
"The battle between the" cowboys and 
the band of Navajo cattle thieves was 
more serious than at first supposed, and 
"the culmination of a long series of out- 
rages by the young bucks of Hoskin- 
ni's band. There wem thirty bucks in 
the baud, headed by Chief Crow's Eye, 
which crossed the San Juan river Sun- 
day night. 


When word reached the Knowles 


Outfit they were out on their horse 
round-up and only mustered fourteen 
men 
This party then made all haste 


to Conewash, where the cattle watered. 
In the meantime, Kid Johnson's party 
had encountered the Indians driving a 
big bunch of cattle toward the wash. 


The scrimmage was short and disas- 


trous to the cowboys. Johnson was 
fatally wounded, and Billy Sawtelle 
badly hurt. 


Fearing arrival of reinforcements, the 


Indians hastened to ford the San Juan 
north ot Clay wash 
Johnson and 


Sawtelle were carried back to the home 
ranch. The party, reinforced, pursued 
the fleeing savages who were now on 
their reservation. 


Another affray occurred in which 


two braves were killed and Jack Blair, 
a half-breed, was badly hurt. The 
cowboys recovered nearly all their 
stock. The Indians have received a 
lesson which it is thought they will re- 
tpectfor a time at least. The stock- 
men are thoroughly aroused and will 
be prepared to summarily deal with 
any future depredations.

Toe Carpenters Bmployad at tho 


World's Fair Oroundn 


IGIORETHEOHDEB OF THEIR LEADERS 


And Continue at Work to a Man- 


President Ruaaell of the Building 


Trade*' Council Roughly Han- 


dled and Summarily Ejected. 


CHICAOO, April 36.—President A. P. 


Russell of the Building Trades coun- 
cil went down to Jackson park 
yesterday afternoon to tee why the car- 
penters had not obeyed the order to 
strike. The pass on which he entered 
the grounds specified that he should 
not interfere with the workmen. Mr. 
Rnssell disregarded this, however, and 
ordered the men at work on the Ger- 
man building to quit. They refused to 
do so, and as Mr. Russell persisted in 
his efforts to induce the men to strike 
they called upon the Columbian guard 
to eject him from the building. 


After a lively scrimmage in which

two of the guards were knocked down, 
Mr. Russell was placed in the patrol 
wagon and started to the police station 
His pass was taken away from him by 
order of Director of Works Burn-

order to strike yesterday, and so far aa 
can be learned it i* the intention of the 
men to continue at work regardless of 
the order of the leaden.

tion's IPraedom Bn Route to Ohieago. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 35 —A national 


hero, clothed in flesh and blood, could 
not be tendered higher honors nor re- 
ceive warmer expressions of patriotic 
devotion than was showered on old Lib- 
erty bell yesterday afternoon, when the 
first move was made on her journey to 
Chicago. 


Extensive preparations had been made 


by the council's joint special committee 
for transporting the nation's relic to the 
fair, and it was escorted to the station 
with all the pomp and ceremony of a 
hero. 


The bell was lowered from its posi- 


tion in Independence hall on Saturday 
and placed in the hall opposite the 
museum, where it was viewed by curi- 
ous throngs. Yesterday it was placed 
upon a truck especially constructed for 
the purpose and escorted by Philadel- 
phia's contingent of the Pennsylvania 
national guard to the Pennsylvania 
railroad depot, at Thirty-second and 
Market streets, whence the train bear- 
ing the bell and its escort will leave for 
Chicago at 10 o'clock this morning 


The car which will bear the bell on 


its long journey was constructed for 
the purpose and fitted up in a manner 
consistent with the honor conferred 
upon it. The train will consist of the 
bell car, two Pullman sleepers and a 
dining car, and will carry the official 
escort of the bell. This will include 
Mayor Stuart, the council's joint 
World's fair committee and invited 
guests. At Harriibnrg the legislature 
will adjourn for the purpose of view- 
Ing the bell, and at Indianapolis, Ind., 
there will be a procession of several 
thousand school children, and ex-Prosi- 
dent Harrison will deliver an address. 
The bell will arrive at Chicago at 9 p. 
m. next Friday.
